Clearing Irons for Locomotives.

We, Maxime Cuartes Enovarp Hovupayer and Jutus Juan Cormier, both 
of Paris, France, Gentlemen, do hereby declare the nature of the said Inven- 
tion for “An Improven Apparatus to Bx Arracuep To Locomortve ENGINES FOR 
THE Purpose or Removing Ozsrructions rrom Ratzways,” to be as follows :— 

The Invention relates to an improved safeguard to be applied to the front 
part, viz., the beams and the buffer or cross bar of a locomotive engine, with 
the object of removing any obstacles or obstructions on the track in front of 
the engine. 

The apparatus consists of two strong cheeks of sheet iron or other suitable 
resisting material connected together on a suitable iron frame fixed to the 
beams and the buffer or cross bar of the engine; the said cheeks form a sort 
of protruding wedge, the angle of which is situated in the prolongation of the 
axis of the engine, the faces of the wedge forming either straight or suitably 
curved inclines, both in the vertical and horizontal direction ; whilst the two 
free ends of the wedge extend sufficiently far beyond the rails, the lower edge 
of both cheeks nearly reaching these latter; which lower end is bent up into 
the horizontal direction, so as to act in the manner of a shovel for lifting any 
obstacles existing on the’ track in front of the engine and throwing them aside, 

The free end of each cheek may be prolonged parallel to the outside of the 
locomotive. 
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
